It was rRHor^onriof i (!) that the geographical section be eliminated 
entirely and the tabbing of the subjects under Detcom and Consab be on the 
alphabetical cards. The geographical section is maintained by the field to 
facilitate apprehensions . No purpose is serrcAin. maintaining geographical 
breakdown at the Bureau, in that the entire Security Index is now on IB-l cards, 
ana" if it becomes' necessary to make any compilations on individuals in any one ■ 
field division, it can be handled through the use of the TBI cards, and the 
geographical breakdown is believed to be entirely unnecessary at the Seat of 
Government. 

— (2) I t was recomm ended that all of the Security Index cards, including 

alias cards, of cancelledTecurity Index subjects be removed from the alphabetical 

" section. This will materially reduce the size of the Security Index, as it is now 
maintained, and will facilitate the clerical maintenance of it. Further, the field 
presently maintains cancelled cards in their Communist Index. Also, the Statistical 
Section of the Bureau is maintaining cancelled IBM cards so that if necessary, any 
information needed concerning Security Index subjects whose cards have been 
cancelled can be obtained by referring to the IBLI cards. 



(3) It_vras_jiac0mmsnded that the^Inactive Section"! and thf^^dpecial 
Section" be ret? 4 ned, and to avoid as much duplication as possible, that, there 
"apoear in the alphabetical section only a dummy card listing the name of the subject 
and making reference to either the "Special Section" or the "Inactive Section,"

The recommendations result in completely eliminating a duplicate set of 
the Security Index cards. They eliminate much clerical work in the handling of

3a connection with the statistics available from the 
Statistical Section by way of 131! cards concerning the Security Index, 
the followinc regular service of the Statistical Section would be desirable 
The desirability of these items has been obtained from our experience of 
the past few months since the Security Index was placed on IBM cards. 

(1) Monthly listing of all Security Ind ex subjects in 
alphabetical grouping identified mere ly by date of birth. 

This list should be obtained regularly once each month on a set 
date. This list is +*« one that is famished to the Department to be used on 
the'master warrant in the event of an emergency. 

(2) Statistical tabulations of all Security Ind ex cards- • 

The Security Index Desk has been receiving from the Statistical 
Section a list of the total Security Index cards by each office. This again 
has been broken dom under each office as to sex, nationalistic tendency or 
organisational affiliation, citizenship status, and priority detention (Detcon) 
and Comsab tabbing*. This statistical tabulation has proven to be very 
valuable and far noro detailed than any statistics formerly obtainable by 
the Security Index itself. 

In connection with these two above items it is highly desirable 
that they be obtained on a regular basis on a set date of the month. The _ 
Statistical Section has advised that on or about the first of the month their 
obli ations are much greater than they are during the off period of the month. 
In view of the fact that it is not absolutely necessary that these statistics 
be obtained on the first of the month it would be entirely satisfactory to 
the Security Index Desk to obtain these statistics on the 15th. Preferably 
both items should be compiled on the same date.

You Trill recall that some months ago fkc Security Index naintained- 
tar the Seat of Government was duplicated on 13:1 cards with the exception of 
certain Uems of information such as aliases, addresses and information 
indicating that a subject is a key figure or a top functionary.

UbulatL. machines.- Information obtained by him from the B!I people 
Sweats tnaf ^ could prepare 5 x B oards by a means of an el^rical 
tvSr-iter z>om information punched on tabulating carus. A xalxary inxorration 
& T^ o^ the carus trough the use of the typewriter keyboa r or 
numerical Hilary keyboard. At the time the cards are^preparea a tape could 
{^"had vdth the identical information which tape could oe used for tne 
transmission of the data by teletype, if necessary. 

The Cardatype operates at a speed of 600 characters a minute and all 
the normal functions of a* typewriter such as skipping, tabulating, carriage 
release -.ay be accomplished automatically. Tne auxiliary keynoard is *ey 
operated ^d is used ? to store information that is not punched in tne cards 
until it is ready to be typed. This would provide a reaay means o± inserting 
Sates, control numbers, etc. The Cardatype may be stopped at any time either 
automatically or by the depression of the stop key so tnat ^°™* ion n £ 
contained the card or the ancillary keyboard may be typed manually.

Two GS 4 clerks full time in the physical maintenance oi tne 
Security Index and making and typing changes to existing 
Security Index cards. A greater bulk of this time xs spent 
in the typing operations concerning these cnanges. 

(e) The ooeration of these two clerks and the typist is duplicated 
a^ain throughou?^* field, 'The full time of three clerks is therefore expe nded 
pS^atT among all field offices preparing new cards and making the changes. 

(f ) The use of the JjSSl Cardatype machine would save the following 
operations at the Seat of Government: One typist GS 3 and one clerk GS 4 
could immediately be released by the Security Index aesk. In the neld the 
work load Sold also be reduced to the extent of too clerk-typists. However 
Se work load of these t*o could not be assigned to any particular ox.ice out 
would! oi course, oe spreaa turougnou* xne neld. ihe operation savig ox 
course wold be offset by the rental of the machine and tne sorting device 
iHSo per month plus the salary of one clerk GS 4 by the statistical section. 
A conservative tabulation of the money which would be saved by putting, this 
machine into operation is as follows:

In addition, it should be remembered that the services of two GS 3 
clerks prorated throughout the field would also be saved. This of course, 
cannot be directly attributed to any one office but on an over-all basis 
would reflect a savings of an additional *5300 per annum. Bus would be a 
grand total saving, based on a conservative estimate and without considering 
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the Increased efficiency, of ,#510 per year in the maintenance and operation 
-of the Security Index. 

(g) The tape punching mechanism which would permit direct 
transmission of Security Index data via teletype to various field offices 
could, of course, concievably be of inestimable value in the event of an 
emergency. I£ny hours of time could be saved in transmitting Security Index 
data to field offices by way of tape as opposed to manual transmission of 
such data if such should become necessary. 

(h) The extremely high speed typing of the machine at the rate of 
600 characters per minute, of course, far exceeds human production and the 
preparation of the cards which at the present time consumes a typist »s full 
tine would not occupy the Cardatype full time. 

(i) The Security Index cards all being prepared mechanically 
would be absolutely uniform. There would be less chance for error and there 
would be no opportunity for discrepancy. At the present time each card must, 
of course, be run separately by a typist and each card is subject to individual 
variation.

This suggestion the Security Division feels very worthy of considerat 
in view of the fact that the Security Index, as has previously been stated in 
connection with suggested simplification of the Security Index, is the very 
heart of the Internal Security program and as such entails a great deal of 
work including not only investigative activity but administrative and clerical. 
As a picture of the activity of the Index which, you will recall, must be kept 
in a current and up-to-date status at all times, the weekly average ox changes 
has run at the rate of approximately 255 per week during the period of August 
through October, 1949. Zach of these changes, of course, requires a typing 
operation or an index card handling operation of some type. Of these 255 
changes per week the average has consisted of approxinja tely 70 new cards, 
30 cancelations, 30 changes of office of origin,* and 125 other types of 
changes or auditions such as employment and residence addresses- names 
addition of aliases, etc# 

The use of the JBU Cardatype machine would cause an immediate direct 
traceable savings of ^1210 a year in salaries at the Scat of Government as well 
as the prorated savings throughout the field of salaries of too GS 3 clerks at 
a minimum of v5300. It would greatly increase the speed of handling the 
preparation of new Security Index cards as well as changes to existing cards 
plus the efficiency wo uld greatly reduce the possibility for error. The system 
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would also be far more adaptable to various types of emergency situations* 
lastly, it would assure absolute uniformity of the Security Index cards 
maintained by the Seat of Government and by the field. 

. The obtaining of a Carciatype machine and using it for the Security 
Index would reduce the Security Index clerk f s work at the Seat of Government 
to a very simple filing maintenance Job.

Of the above 11,55U, 3,153 have been tabbed for priority apprehension 
under the Detcon program. This, of course, includes top functionaries, 
key figures and Comsab subjects. 

Of the 11,55U individuals, 1,232 have been tabbed under the Comsab 
program as possessing the greatest potentiality to be Comaunist saboteurs. 

In addition to the 11,55U cards maintained by the Statistical Section, 
the Security Index Desk itself maintains 171 Security Index cards in the 
Special Section. These cards include GoverrLaent employees, Atoniic Energy 
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Program emoloyees, Foreign Government employees, prominent persons, employees 
of the United Nations Secretariat and Espionage subjects. There is, therefore, . 
a grand total of 11,725 Security Index cards presently maintained. 

According to the records of the Statistical Section there has been 
an apparent increase of 29? cards since January 15. An increase of approximately 
300 a month is not an average picture, although the total number of individuals 
included in the Security Index has steadily increased over a longer period 
of time. Temporary variations may occur from month to month dependent upon 
the number of new recommendations or cancellations received during the period 
and deoendent uoon the exact status of the index as of the day the count is 
taken.* This nominal variation may on' a short term basis either reflect an 
apparent large increase such as in this listing over the January listing or may 
even reflect a nominal decrease. 

Although the Security Index count has steadily been increasing over 
the months, it is not anticipated that the total number of cards vri.ll continue 
to grow under the present standards required for inclusion of individuals 
in the index. Although new individuals are constantly being added this is 
offset by the number of individuals r±.c are being removed from the index 
for'various reasons, bach as old age, infirmity, defection, removal from 
the 3ureau's jurisdiction, etc. It is anticipated that the total volume 
of cards to.11 increase primarily through the efforts of the New York office 
■where the greatest untapped reservoir of cases still exists.

If in a 
few instances it is necessaiy to cover actual investigative leads to 
establish data, it should be done as expeditiously as possible. 

(2) If in reviewing your index, it is found that individuals 
appear therein that are not in the Bureau 1 s list furnished to you with this 
cccnunication, you should attach a separate sheet to the list reflecting 
the subjects nace and date of birth and the vital facility code f if any. 
It is appreciated that this ray occur in new cases or in casus where there 
has been a change of status of sone kind. In this saco connection, in all 
the cases where you have recommended a security index card and the 
recommendation is presently in the Bureau for consideration, but which 
card has as yet not been approved, you should also list these individuals 
on a separate sheet attached to the list under a separate heading. Any 
vital facility connection of the individual should also bo shown. If a 
nane should appear on the attached list of an individual wiose security 
index card has been cancelled, you should merely auric a small c adjacent 
to the name. . ~ 

(3) In connection with many of the existing security index cards 
Maintained by the bureau, it has been found that the race of the subject 
dots not appear thereon. You will note that form i'D-122, used for recornmendin; 
ft security index card, calls for this information directly followinc the 
aliases. In order, therefore, tliat the' whole security index nay be complete 
as to racial data, it is desired that at the time the vital facilities review 
is nade of security index subjects, the subjects race also be noted on the 
attached list of security inuex subjects furoished to you with this letter. 
3his should be done for all the subjects. In connection with race, the 

-Bureau is using a simplification of the classification of races used by the 
"Bur eau of Census. The following code letters nay be used: it - White or 
"Cau casian; N - Necroidj o - All others. This latter category will include 
all Orientals, Acorican Indians, certain Latin Anericans of nixed racial 
*j .extraction, etc. It is expected that very few individuals will be included 
4*-the latter category. In the future this same racial code should be used

fA) In the future, whenevor a security index card is recoinnended 
on an individual, it will be necessary to include the vital facility data 
5 Schdala allies to the individual. This information shoulu bo included 
on toe to *SSS on the last line which calls for, "Nature of Inaus try or 
toiness (Specify fron Strategic and Vital Industry List.)" This sh ould 
bTdone by Lrely indicates the subject's occupation and the vital ^cility^ 
code! Accordingly, when such a security index card is rec emended the agent 
reco^nding the card Trill be unaer tho obligation to determne whether or 
noTSe abject in question is employed at a facility appearing on your 
l?st I? tile subject of a new recommendation for a Security Index card is 
not connected S a vital facility the space on form HM22 should contain 
the word "none." 

(5) The infomation concerning tho vital facilities and the 
handling of the list must be completed by your office and should be xn 
the bands of the Bureau by *ay 1, 1950, and only the ordinal copy of 
Se Ssfneed bo returned. It is noted that by following the instructions 
set forth aoove, the project can be handled quite simply and expeditiously 
with a minimum of investigative activity. For your guidance the inloncation 
which will be gained in this project will be furnished to the National 
Slitaiy Establishment in accordance with the ^limitations Agreement and _ 
SrStional Military KsUblishment has incicatea » «^ or *» 
to this progran at an early date. It is expected, therelore, that it will 
be given your immediate personal attention.

To advise you of the status of the work relating to implementing 
fital facilities data to the Security Index. 

BACKGROUND 

On April 17, 1950, a list of the Security Index subjects in 
each office was forwarded to the field with instructions that the identity 
of all individuals emoloyed in vital facilities be noted on the list and 
the list returned to the Bureau. These lists have all been returned to the 
Bureau and the information relating to the vital facility employment of all 
' subjects involved has been posted manually to the geographical Security 
Index cards. A memorandum is now in preparation which -hill be furnished to 
the National Military Establishment and to the National Security R P sources 
Board which will show the concentration of dangerous individuals not only 
as to the forty categories set up by the National Military Establishment, but 
also as to geographical location. These compilations and tabulations have 
all been done manually in an effort to get the information to the interested 
agencies at an early date. These data will, of course, all be available 
from the statistical section punch cards upon completion of the change-over 
of the Security Index to the new IBM punch card system. It is anticipated 
however, that the completion of 'this latter project will involve several 
weeks.
